Long before noon it was evident that 
the bhackbohe of the storm had been 
broken, but the pools of ice water and 
slush afforded little betterment for the 
matter of carrying on business and 
many reported -cetai] trade at a stand- 
still. 

At 1:20 the trolleys commenced mov- 
ing and Atlanta, after playing village.

The assassin and Soin- 
iren’s son were both. wounded in a re- 
volver duel following the killing. The 
motive of the crime apparently was pure- 
ly political, the slain official being a 
prominent member of “the government

Berlin, February 7.—The Lokal An- 
zeiger’s correspondent at Kattowltz tel- 
egraphs: 

“A state of siege has been declared at 
Sosnovice, General Jedczynski 
command. The superintendent of police 
has been dismissed from office. Gath- 
erings of as many as thi@e persons on 
the streets are forbidden: The military 
are using their arms upon the slightest 
disobdience of orders. Tearing down 
placards announcing the state of siege 
is punished with ten days imprisonment. 
Scrious collisions are expected. The 
strikers have abundant supplies of -dy- 
namite and hand bombs. The exodus to 
Germany by rail is very heavy. Ger- 
mans arriving at Susnovice are advised 
by the authorities to remain at the rail- 
Way station for safety. 

“A procession of strikers at Sosnovice, 
estimated at forty thousand persons, con- 
tained a number of German mining offi- 
cials, whom the strikers captured and 
compelled to march in their ranks. 
“The Russian industrial district along 
the frontier is suffering great financial 
losses through the strike. It is esti- 
mated that $5,030.000 of German capital 
is employed at Sosnovice,’’ 

The Tageblatt’s Kattowitz correspond- 
ent reports that 1,500 soldiers have 
marched into Sosnovice under two gen- 
érals, and that important events are 
impending.
